It may be proper, before we insert the Records of the Chh, 
just to observe, for the sake of posterity, that after Mr. 
Avery's dismission, the Chh. was sometime destitute of a 
Pastor, and very small. After this there came among them- 
one John Eliot, and a pretence being made that there was 
no Chh. in this place, a Chh. was formed, over which he 
was ordained. But, his conduct being unsuitable, after 
about three months from the time of his ordination, he was 
dismissed. Mr. Avery's Chh. though very small, still 
remained in existence. After this the Chh. remained destitute 
of a Pastor, till the year of our Lord, one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty five when on June 16th Mr. Elisha Fish 
was ordained over them as their Pastor. The Chh. having 
passed through so many changes, the Records were, consequently 
by this time, in very great disorder, several Chh.votes 
being only on loose papers. This being the case Mr. Fish, 
at a Chh. meeting holden at the meeting house in Windsor, 
on June 2lst 1785, procured a vote authorizing him to 
purchase a Sook for the purpose of keeping the Records of 
the Chh; and that he be further authorized to-+----- transcribe 
~ ee the present Records into said Book. Accordingly he 

Ped procured the Book in which the Records now stand, 
He thought proper, in this Place, to give this account, 
that posterity may know, in some measure, what has been 
the situation of this Chh. in its first stages.

Confession of Faith agreed upon by 
The Chh. of Christ in Windsor 


We believe that there is one God, who is the only living and 
true God; who exists of himself, without beginning or end, 
infinitely perfect and glorious, and unchangeable in his 
being and perfections. That he is independent and all- 
sufficient, and that all things else depend wholly on him, 
as their Creator, Preserver and sovereign Disposer of them, 


That this one God subsists in u mysterious and in- 
comprehensible manne? in three persons, distinguished in the 
holy scriptures oy the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, that these 
three persons are one God, and equal in al] divine perfections 
and glories. 


That God has made a particular revelation to mankind, in 
the holy Bible, which is a perfect, sufficient and unerring 
rule, given by inspiration from God, and is tne only rule to 
be relied on in matter of religion, 


That God exercises a moral government over his rational 
creatures, in giving law to them, and in finally judging and 
revarding and furnisiing them, according to his 
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holy law: That this law is an eternal, most perfect rule of 
righteousness, requiring perfect persevering obedience on 
pain of eternal damnation, 


That God made man at first perfectly holy and happy, and 
appointed Adam, the first Parent of mankind, to the head and 
representative of all his natural posterity; so that they should 
be happy in his obedience, if he persevered in perfect holiness, 
or fall with him into a state of sin, guilt and utter ruin, if 
he should transgress God's law. 


That our first Parents sinned; and in consequence of this, 
according to God's holy and wise constitution, all mankind, 
their natural posterity, are born in a state of sin and guilt, 
and are become justly deserving of God's wrath and curse for- 
ever. 


That God has, of his mere sovereign free grace, found 
out, and entered on a method to serve man from the state of 
guilt and sin in which he naturally is, so as at the same 
time to maintain the honor of his law and government by a 
Mediator. 


That this Mediator is the second person in the adorable 
Trinity, the eternal son of God, who, by taking the human 
nature into a personal union with himself, is become truly 
man, and has in our nature, suffered the curse of the law, 
and yielded a perfect and glorious obedience to it in man's 
stead. 


That having made expiation for sin by his sufferings, 
and brought everlasing righteousness by his obedience, he rose 
from the dead, and ascended into the heavens, and is seated 
at the right hund of God the Father, to reign as King of heaven 
and earth, till all things shall be put under his feet; and is 
able to save all who come to God by him. 


That everyone who believes, and truly -trusts in him, or 
accepts of him as he is offered in the Gospel, shall be 
pardoned and received to favor, however guilty 
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and unworthy himself, purely and only on account of his merit 
and worthiness; being imputed to them who are united to him 
by a living faithe 


That they wno once believe in Christ are certainly 
entitled to everlasting life, and shall assuredly persevere 
in faith and holiness to the end; this being promised in the 
Covenant of grace, to all who lay hold of it. 


That man is so far sunk in sin and darkness, being 
wholly corrupt, and an enemy to God and the gospel, that he 
will not, of himself, repent and believe in Christ Jesus 
whatever external means are used with him, but must be brought 
to this by the powerful influence of the Holy Spirits; by which 
a new heart is given, or a principle of true holiness is 
implanted. 


That no sinner, by anything he does, lays God under any 
obligation to grant him his regenerating grace; but God always 
bu.stows this, when he grants it, as an unpromised, free sovereign 
gift, as having mercy on whom he will have merey, and leaving 
whom he will to blindness and hardness. 


That though believers are by Christ delivered from the 
curse of God's law, yet their obligations to perfect conformity 
to its precepts are not in the least renoved, they therefore 
Will not be sinless till they are brought to perfect obedience 
to God's law, which none attain to in this life, but are sinvully 
defective in all their holy exercises and actions. 


That as all the promises of the gospel are made to truly 
holy exercises, and none but such, non can have any evidence 
of their interest in Christ, but by a consciousness of their 
own holy exercises; and by coming to & certian knowledge of 
the holiness of their exercises os they may, they can obtain 
an assurance of their own salvation. :

To all whom it may concern, greeting.

Mr. West was chozen Moderator, and Mir. Collins Lcribe. 
The Council was opened with prayer by the Moderator, seeking 
to God for light and direction in the important business 
to be laid before us. ‘he Chh ana people then furnished 
the Council with 4a statement of the difficulties which 
have disturbed their peace and comfort. No one alledged 
any thing to the disadvantage of Mr. Fish's moral character 
or conduct. But from the representations made to us, we 
conclude that there is but a small mMijority of the. Society 
in favour of nis continuing with them 


t 
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in the work of the minstry. It appears that there are a 
number who are opposed to his doctrine; some profess to be 
dissatisfied with his manner of preaching. 


There ere others who declare their approbation of his 
doctrine, preaching and conversation, who are nevertheless 
of the opinion that his continuing in the ministry among 
them will not lead to the peace and welfare of the Town, 
or serve the interest of religion therein. 


On the whole it appears that there is a very great _ 
proportion of the Society who -think that a dissolution of 
the pastoral relation is now become expedient and necessary. 
Mr. Fish also declares that he sees no prospect of his 
being comfortably supported in this place; that his stipulated 
salary is by no means adequate to that purpose, that he has 
no reason to look for any addition to his salary, should he 
continue here in the minstry. Though we are of the opinion 
that in case Mr. Fish should be dismissed, this Chh. and 
people would be left in a very deplorable situation, and 
that the prospect with respect to their future settlement 
would be very dark and discouraging; nevertheless: we must 
say though with grief and reluctance, that the prospect of 
Mir. Fish's usefulness here, in his public and minsterial 
character woich for a time appeared very inviting is now 
vanished. Our apprehension of the state of things in this 
Town, betwixt Mr. Fish and his people, is such that we 
are constrained to advise to a dissolution of the pastoral 
relation betwixt him and them. 


The Council cannot but remark with concern and grief 
that there appears to us, in the opposition which is made 
to Mr. Fish, a disaffection to doctrine, and a disapprobation 
of sentiment, which we believe to be scriptural and of 
great importance. This consideration leads us to fear 
greatly for the interests of Christ's cause, 


P.47 in this place, and the real and eternal welfare of those 
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who are opposed. ‘Te cannot but testify one approbation of 
this Chh. for their faithful adherence to the doctrines of 
the gospel, and kind affection to lr. Fish, and for the 
love and harmony subsisting among tnemselves. 

And we cordially commend them, and also the society with 
which they are connected, to the mercy of God, and the cure 
and protection of the great head of the Chh. hoping that 
they may put their trust in him, and praying that in his 
due time, they may be provided for and supplied.

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nowhere else than in the chh itself. And the Council further 
express the opinion that there has not been in the prosecution 
of this complaint that just and scriptural regerds to the rules 
of the vospel on this subject which ou;ht to hive been. It 

is their full belief that a careful udherance to the gospel 
Yule of the 18th of Matthew is immensely important to the 
accomplishment of the great object of christicn discipline. 

In regerd to the charge of falsehood against Mr. Chapman, 

the council heve unanimously come to the following result. 


They have duly considered the complic:ted nature and peeculicr 
circumstinees of the various transactions upon which this 
charse is founded and especially that none of the points in 
the cherre cfiecting so important a subject as christian 
charecter were attempted to be susteined only by single 
witnesses. Yet though this evidence is defective, .e still 
‘believe he has departed from christian simplicity and Godly 
sincerity in verious conversations releting to his pecuni:ry 
transeections. Under the influence of a anxious care to 
exhibit « harmless and blameless deportment, the council 
conceives he would have been more guarded end consistent in 
many of his expressions reléting to the various points refered 
to in the accusetion, they however have not been satisfied 
thet there has been ectual and deliber: te falsehood, while 

ut the sane time they have ceen whit they must s y may without 
difficulty have led many to this apprehension. 


We therefore cannot but consider that the church hrve occasion 
of s;rief that Mr. Chepmen has not more carefully refuerted the 
sovereign injuction to watchful & unblemable depoirtment. While 
therefore they would indicate their own sense of the propriety 
of the chureh in this znd similsr cases feelin: an enxious 
jerlousy over her own honour they would recomiend on her past 
towsrds this brother a spirit of christien :.ffrection :nd 
tenderness 
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and that ch:rity which passes, endure and never fails. 


‘We advise (blot.) «solemnly and prayerfully his whole 

RelleCe 
course, and we advise his public acquiescence in the following 
acknowledgement.- 
That he, under peculiar and trying circumstances in which he 
has of +++.«+(?). been placed, has been drawn uside from 
gospel simplicity in virious representations res,ecting his 
pecuniery affairs, in view of which he would exercise the 
spirit of hunility and thus seek the renewed conridence of 
his Brethrens. 


The Council coneluded by kinitly «nd tenderly expressing. their 
eurnest and preyerful desire for the peece and spiritually: 
prosperity of this church, and their hope that they will come 
out of their present trouble quickened in all their member's 
in the divine life, end enebled to keep the unity of' the 
spirit in the bonds: of peace.
